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Interrupted Religion

Text: “If therefore thou art offering 
thy gift at the altar, and there remem- 
berest that thy brother hath aught 
against thee; leave thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way, first be reconciled 
to thy brother, and then come and offer 
thy gift,” Matt. 5:23, 24. 


Sle TEXT is words spoken by the 
Lord Jesus Christ in that marvel- 
ous message of the Sermon on the Mount. 
Here the Lord reveals the manner in 
which the stern ordinances of the Ten 
Commandments are to be explained in 
the light which He (Jesus) has brought 
into the world. In His new kingdom a 
finer, more spiritual meaning is to be 
found in the laws of social relationship. 
Our Lord states most vividly the tre- 
mendous influence which our relation- 
ship with men has upon our relationship 
with God. In this time of world crisis 
more than ever, walking epistles and 
walking sermons are necessary. More 
than ever is a responsibility placed on 
Christian youth to lead the way by ex- 
ample and deed to a brighter and better 
day, for youth, today is the adult of to- 
morrow. 

Note how relationship with God af- 
fects relationship with men. “If there- 
fore thou art offering thy gift upon 
the altar, and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath aught against thee .. .” 

The text gives the picture of a man, 
any man of us, approaching God by way 
of an altar and a gift. That is the true 
way of approach to God. That was the 
way by which the children of Israel were 
to come to the tabernacle to God, and 
later in the temple. The first object that 
met the worshiper’s gaze as he entezed 
the tabernacle was an altar of burnt 
offering (the cross) whereon sacrifices 
of lambs and bullocks were to be made. 
Those sacrifices were symbolic of the 
greater and mightier offering which was 
to be made upon Calvary, the rude and 
solemn altar on Golgotha’s hill. The 
altar is the way of atonement, confes- 
sion and reconciliation. There the gift 
of cleansed affections and a surrendered 
will are made and there the Lord accepts 
the seals and purifies His humble child. 

Approach to God in such a spirit in- 
duces the right attitude toward men. 
When our hearts are truly tender to- 
ward God they become tender toward 
our fellows. No man can be right with 
God that is wrong with his brother. 
Remember the words of the text, “And 
there (at the altar) rememberest that 
thy brother hath aught against thee . . .” 
The altar is rightly to be the place of 
such memories. Its associations are such 
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as to take the mind back to its relation- 
ships with men. Have we come to the 
altar for the forgiveness of our sins? Has 
God aught against us? The thought nat- 
urally arises, “Have my fellowmen aught 
against me? I have come for forgiveness 
but have I forgiven them and perhaps 
forgotten them?” One who will not for- 
give and forget destroys the bridge over 
which he must cross for forgiveness him- 
self. True Christianity’s great function 
is to stir the conscience of men wiih 
regard to the right relationship with 
others. Religion thus interfuses its pow- 
erful sanctions and forces into moral 
and social life. Approach to God affects 
approach to man. Unless our Christian 
experience gives us something to use and 
have in this present life among this 
present world, then it is a failure. Our 
God is a God of material things as well 
as spiritual things. A child of God must 
needs face cold realities as well as moun- 
tain tops of spiritual blessing. 

Therefore at the altar, when our hearts 
are tender towards God, we shall recall 
whether our relationships at home are all 
they ought to be. In business relationship 
the same question will arise. Have all my 
dealings been carried out as though they 
were inspected by God? Hath any man 
aught against me? 

The same question will arise to em- 
ployment relationships. Are my em- 
ployees paid a living wage and have they 
wholesome conditions in which to live 
and work? Do I owe them aught? Do I 
earn my salary? Hath my employer 
aught against me? 

The same question will arise in social 
life. Have I failed to give my friend and 
neighbor, yes, my enemy, the justice and 
kindness I owe him? Have I stolen his 
good name with my slanderous tongue? 
Have I snubbed him because he does not 
sail in the clear and limpid waters of my 
little social lake? Have I been proud and 
exclusive when I should have been hum- 
ble and open-hearted to him? Hath any 
man or woman aught against me in so- 
cial life? 

And the same question will arise with 
regard to community relationships. Have 
you, and have I been a friend to the 
poor and unfortunate? Have I spoken 
to men about their souls’ condition? 
Have I not only given of my substance 
but have I striven to remove the causes 
which create poverty and misery and vice 
and sin? Hath any man aught against 
me? 

’ And how about my relationships with 
the world? Have I done all in my power 
toward the proclamation of the saving 


grace of God in Christ to men and 
women and children in this and other 
lands? My brother lives next door to me 
and my brother lives across the sea. Hath 
any man anywhere aught against me? 
This is the question that arises at the 
altar, which rings always in our con- 
sciences when we really approach God 
with penitent and contrite hearts. If 
there is not remembrance of our brother 
there at the altar, in our place of prayer, 
in our hour of devotion and worship, we 
may well take stock whether our rela- 
tionship to God has any vitality or real- 
ity of Christian faith in it. 

Note that relationship with man af- 
fects relationship with God. When our 
approach to God has had its desired and 
intended effect of turning our thoughts 
generously toward our fellow man, our 
Lord teaches that in case we remember 
that our brother hath aught against us, 
religion suffers then and there is a com- 
plete interruption, so leave there thy gift 
before the altar and go thy way, first 
be reconciled to thy brother and then 
come and offer thy gift. 

It is possible to proceed with our offer- 
ing in spite of the memory that all is not 
well between us and our brother. The 
recollection arises out of this evil or that, 
but men proceed with their religious ex- 
ercises. This is condemned by God—that 
is, men having a form but denying the 
power thereof. This is one of three pos- 
sible courses. Perhaps it is the one most 
usually followed. They are members of 
the church, they just belong, confessors 
but not possessors of Christ. Their rela- 
tionships at home, in the community, in 
business and government are not what 
they ought to be. Their brother hath 
aught against them, yet they maintain 
religious customs and ceremonies. They 
go through all the motions of spiritual 
life, but there is no life in their motions. 
It is purely mechanical. 

But there is another attitude to be 
taken by the man who remembers at 
the altar that his brother hath aught 
against him. He may quit the altar tor 
good. Some take that course. They tell 
us they cannot hold out, cannot live the 
Christian way in this present world. Re- 
lationships of men are so complex and 
cruel they cannot attend to the day’s 
work and the altar also. Their conscience 
will not permit them to do so. So they 
take the easy way out and slip away 
from Christian life in Christ. This is a 
course of the weak rather than the strong. 
One can pity a man for thus steering. 
He lacks moral courage and fortitude. 
He cannot sacrifice himself. He has no 
deep love for God and truth. He takes 
the easy course of indulgence and self- 
pity. God forbid that our young people 
fall into such a class. 

But the third course is what our Lord

Nazis Further Curtail Freedom 

of Poles 


Religious freedom of Poles forced to 
work in Germany has been further cur- 
tailed by Nazi authorities. Latest rulings, 
it is reported, are intended to bring about 
their complete segregation of religious 
life. Service for Poles are permitted once 
each month outside of church buildings. 
Along with this suppression of Polish 
right of worship, the Nazis have requisi- 
tioned all church bells in Holland to be 
melted down for German war plants, ex- 
cept one small bell in each municipality.

By cable through Stockholm and RNS, 
Premier Vidkin Quisling of Norway 
will personally preside at a “church con- 
gress” scheduled to be held in Oslo in 
mid-January. The meeting, a major re- 
ligious gathering of the country, was 
called by Quisling to take the place of 
the Norwegian Bishops’ Congress. This 
is precisely the spirit of antichrist, in- 
truding into church and sacred affairs 
for political purposes. Dishonoring the 
“God of his fathers,” he, like antichrist, 
will “honor the god of forces” for selfish 
ends.

Newsprint Regulations To Affect 
Church Papers 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Regulations 
on the consumption of newsprint are ex- 
pected to curtail the church press in 
the same degree as the secular press. 

The War Production Board now has 
under consideration issuance of an order 
curtailing consumption of newsprint— 
likely to be issued in the very near fu- 
ture—which is expected to cut consump- 
tion by about 10 percent of 1941 usage. 

The WPB order will have no effect 
on publications consuming less than 100 
tons of newsprint annually, and this 
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provision may permit many church pa- 
pers to continue newsprint consumption 
on the same basis as heretofore.

Government Asks That Conventions 
Be Banned 


Joseph B. Eastman, Director of De- 
fense Transportation, has made an ap- 
peal that all church conventions be 
banned which involve intercity travel, 
which do not contribute to winning and 
shortening the war. This statement was 
made in response to questions relative to 
the Government’s attitude on holding 
conventions. “I realize,’ Mr. Eastman 
replied, “that I am proposing a difficult 
test, one which few organizations can 
pass, but the war demands on our trans- 
portation facilities call for this test. I 
suggest,” he stated, “that in considering 
the question they (officers and members 
of groups) ask themselves whether the 
proposed meeting or convention will con- 
tribute in an important way to the win- 
ning of the war. In other words, will the 
gathering help to shorten the war? If the 
answer is, ‘No,’ I strongly urge that 
convention plans be abandoned.”

Church Opposition in Germany 


A cable coming out of Stockholm, ac- 
cording to RNS, states that “Church 
opposition to Nazi policies within Ger- 
many is becoming increasingly out- 
spoken against recent measures ordering 
priests who are not in favor with the 
Nazis to concentration camps. Bishop 
Wurm, of the Evangelical Church, has 
written a letter to Minister of Propa- 
ganda Goebbels deploring the “outrage- 
ous fact” that the German religious press 
has been forced to cease operations for 
lack of paper while political journals 
continue publishing. ‘The Christian 
press is never more necessary,” said 
Bishop Wurm, “than in a time of war 
when people need spiritual strength- 
ening.” The bishop further protested 
that “while the printing of Bibles 
and hymn books has been stopped,” great 
masses of anti-Christian literature con- 
tinues to be published and sent to the 
front. “One violent deed follows an- 
other,” he wrote, “against church prop- 
erty, educational institutions and nurs- 
ing institutions.” The presence of the 
press and church testifies against the un- 
godly deeds committed against the 
Church and the Jews by Hitler and his 
aides. 





Hitler Destroys Jews in Poland 


According to Jewish Voice, massacres 
of Jews on an unprecedented scale are 
now taking place all over Nazi-occupied 
Poland, coupled with mass-deportation 
of Jews from Warsaw, Lwow, Przemysl 
and other towns, big and small, accord- 
ing to an “SOS” received here this week 
from the Government-General section 
of Poland. “Save us from death,” the 
call appealed. It reached this neutral 
country through the Polish underground 
movement, together with a brief report, 
stating that “the Nazis have started their 
program of total extermination of the 
Jews in Poland.” Unable to give any de- 
tails because of the manner in which it 
was smuggled out of Poland, the sketchy 
report reads: “In addition to mass- 
deportations of the Jews from Warsaw 
ghetto, Przemysl, Radom and _ other 
places where Jews are concentrated, Jew- 
ish families are torn apart. The men are 
assembled in camps prior to deportation. 
Some are deported to devastated areas 
of occupied Russia and others to coal 
mines in German territory. The women 
and children are being sent to unknown 
destinations. Large-scale programs of un- 
precedented ferocity are proceeding, at 
the same time, throughout Poland. The 
Nazis have started carrying out their 
program of total extermination of Pol- 
ish Jewry. “Save us from death,” was the 
pathetic appeal.

The First To Suffer 


In every country where Hitler’s edicts 
run every day is a day of mourning for 
Jews. A day has been set aside, by action 
of the Chief Rabbinate of Palestine, sup- 
ported by the leading Jewish organiza- 
tions of the United States, as a day of 
mourning, prayer, and fasting among 
the Jews throughout the free countries of 
the world. So prayers will go up on both 
sides of the Nazi line—from helpless vic- 
tims in the shadow of death and from 
those who appeal on their behalf to the 
good will of humanity and the divine 
justice. 

The homicidal mania of the Nazis has 
reached its peak, according to evidence in 
the hands of the State Department, in an 
order of Adolf Hitler demanding the ex- 
termination of all Jews in all territory 
controlled by Germany. The fact that 
the Nazis are desperate for manpower 
may delay this projected massacre. What 
has already happened proves that no 
other consideration will delay it. 

Of Germany’s 200,000 Jews in 1939, 
all but 40,000 have been deported or 
have perished; of Austria’s 75,000, all 
but 15,000 at most; of the 80,000 in 
Bohemia and Moravia, all but 15,000; in 
Poland more than 600,000 have died; in 
the Netherlands 60,000 remain out of

who consider the preaching of the 
gospel as foolishness, but the Apostle 
Paul who was one of the great scholars 
of his time, considered the gospel as the 
power of God. His answer to those who 
consider preaching the Word of God as 
foolishness is found in 1 Cor. 1:18-21, 
“For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but unto 
us which are saved it is the power of 
God. For it is written, I will destroy the 
wisdom of the wise, and will bring to 
nothing the understanding of the prud- 
ent. Where is the wise? where is the 
scribe? where is the disputer of this 


. world? hath not God made foolishness 


the wisdom of this world? For after that 
in the wisdom of God the world by wis- 
dom knew not God, it pleased God by 
the foolishness of preaching to save them 
that believe.” 

I want you to notice the 21st verse, 
“For after that in the wisdom of God 
the world by wisdom knew not God.” 
Today there are many in the world who 
are seeking through some medium of 
wisdom to disannul and bring to naught 
the Word of God, but their form of wis- 
dom is not good enough, for James, in 
describing this earthly wisdom, said, 
(3:15), “This wisdom descendeth not 
from above, but is earthly, sensual, dev- 
ilish.” Some may say, “What does James 
mean by earthly, sensual, devilish?” Let 
me try to answer your question. First, we 
will take the word “earthly” and sce 
what the Word of God says concerning 
it. Colossians 3:1, 2 says, “If ye then be 
risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth on 
the right hand of God. Set your affec- 
tion on things above, not on things on 
the earth.” But the wisdom which is 
earthly is described by the proverbial 
writer in Prov. 9:14-18, “She sitteth at 
the door of her house, on a seat in the 
high places of the city, To call passen- 
gers who go right on their ways: Whoso 
is simple, let him turn in hither: and as 
for him that wanteth understanding, she 
saith to him, Stolen waters are sweet, and 
bread eaten in secret is pleasant. But he 
knoweth not that the dead are there; and 
that her guests are in the depths of hell.” 


Now let us take the word “sensual” 
and see what we can find. “Sensual” 
means not spiritual or intellectual; 
carnal; voluptuous; indulgence of pas- 
sions or appetites. It is also the doctrine

Yes, to some it may appear that the 
preaching of the cross is foolishness, but 
one thing they forget, for while we 
preach Christ to them a stumblingblock, 
and to others foolishness, yet to us Christ 
is the power of God and the wisdom of 
God. Hebrews 4:12, 13, “For the word 
of God is quick, and powerful, and sharp- 
er than any twoedged sword, piercing 
even to the dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and 
is a discerner of the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart. Neither is there any 
creature that is not manifest in his sight: 
but all things are naked and opened un- 
to the eyes of him with whom we have 
to do.”

He 
calls their attention to COMMON SAL.- 
VATION, and THE FAITH WHICH 
WAS ONCE DELIVERED UNTO 
THE SAINTS, V. 3, and warns them of 
hurtful things which may creep in. He 
cries out with this text, “WOE UNTO 
THEM! FOR THEY HAVE GONE 
IN THE WAY OF CAIN,” etc. Cain 
went the route apart from the BLOOD. 
He was willing to offer the material 
things, such as the fruit of the field, 
but God desired a “living sacrifice.” 
Thus Abel did offer, and God had re- 
spect unto Abel and his offering (Gen. 
4:3-4). 

There are many today following the 
way of Cain because of their leadership. 
If the leader has not had the BLOOD ap- 
plied to his life, he will teach his follow- 
ers that it is foolishness to think of such. 
Verse 4 says, “Who were before of old 
ordained to this CONDEMNATION, 
ungodly men (not washed in the 
BLOOD), turning the grace of our God 
into LASCIVIOUSNESS, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Yes, the Apostle Paul said they 
were EVER LEARNING, and never 
able to come to the knowledge of the 
TRUTH. (2 Tim. 3:7.) They speak evil 
of dignitie. They are as BRUTE 
BEASTS in their knowledge. corrupting 
themselves. These are SPOTS in your 
feasts of charity. CLOUDS they are 
WITHOUT WATER, carried about of 
winds; “trees whose fruit withereth, 
without fruit, TWICE DEAD,” yes, 
dead in SIN, and dead in their AIM. 
These be they who separate themselves, 
sensual, HAVING NOT THE SPIRIT. 
V. 19. WOE UNTO THEM! 

Peter said these were WELLS WITH- 
OUT WATER, clouds that are carried 
with a tempest; to whom the mist of 
darkness is reserved for ever (2 Pet. 
2:17). 


They profess that they know God; . 


but in works they deny Him, being 
ABOMINABLE, and disobedient, and 
unto every good work REPROBATE 
(Tit. 1:16). 

And they shall turn away their ears

from THE TRUTH, and shall be turned 
unto fables (2 Tim. 4:4). See 2 Pet. 3: 
17; 1 Tim. 4:1-3. 

Unchanged character may co-exist 
with a changed form of manifestation 
in the blindness of men, but there is 
coming a day when every man’s work 
will be tried as by fire (1 Cor. 3:13). 
They teach heresies from their carnal 
mind. Col. 2:8, “Beware lest any man 
spoil you through PHILOSOPHY 
(worldly wisdom) and vain deceit, after 
the tradition of men, after the rudiments 
of the world, and NOT AFTER 
CHRIST.” Verse 18, “Let no man be- 
guile you of your reward in a voluntary 
humility and worshipping of angels, in- 
truding into those things which he hath 
not seen, VAINLY PUFFED UP BY 
HIS FLESHLY MIND.” The 19th verse 
says, “And not holding the HEAD;”i. e., 
he doesn’t know Christ, he has no con- 
nection with spiritual things. He doesn’t 
even know God in the free pardon of his 
sins. But he is ready to tell you that 
the Holy Ghost is not for us today, and 
that shouting is out of order; speaking in 
tongues is of the devil, etc. But WOE 
UNTO HIM! said the text. They will 
not be reasoned out of their self-willed 
purpose, but persist in following thcir 
fleshly desires. They walk after the flesh, 
and not after the Spirit. Matt. 15:7-9, 
“Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy 
of you, saying, This people draweth nigh 
unto me with their mouth, and honour- 
eth me with their lips (lip service); but 
their HEART is FAR FROM ME; But 
in VAIN they do worship me, teaching 
for doctrines the commandments of 
men.” 

Disobedience may cloak itself in the 
guise of obedience, but it will be weighed 
in the balances and found WANTING. 
Insincere repentance naturally passes 
over into presumptuous SIN. The Israel- 
ites did so (Deut. 1:43-45), which is a 
type of modern religion today. They are 
presumptuously conceived; presumptu- 
ously prepared for; presumptuously per- 
severed in; “straitened in their own 
bowels” (2 Cor. 6:11, 12). 

“WOE UNTO THEM!” he con- 
tinues, “for they have gone in the way 
of Cain, and ran greedily after the error

The apostates of today, as well as those 
of ancient times, have “gone in the way 
of Cain.” They have religion, but, like 
Cain’s, it is BLOODLESS. Cain is a type 
of the natural, unregenerated man who 
professes to be a Christian but rejects 
the atoning blood of Christ. All such 
have religion but not SALVATION! 

Balaam is the type of the false minis- 
ter who compromises the truth for 
money. He is willing and careful to 
speak smooth words and will prophesy 
falsely as long as purse-strings of the 
ungodly are being unloosed. He loves 
and takes the “wages of unrightcous- 
ness.” 

The sin of Korah (Core) was in re- 
jecting God’s appointed high priest and 
coming to God in his own name. (See 
Num. 16:1-35.) 

Korah, Dathan, and Abiram were nct 
priests. They had no right to come into 
the presence of God except through the 
priesthood of Aaron. But they ignored 
God’s way and the intercession of Aaron, 
and brought strange fire before the 
Lord. 

What was wrong about this? Aaron, 
in his priestly office, was a type of Him 
who was to come, even the Lord Jesus 
Christ, God’s great High Priest. In re- 
fusing to come to God through the in- 
tercession of High Priest Aaron, these 
men were rebelling against the High 
Priest who was to come. 

Likewise, our modern apostates deny 
that the Lord Jesus Christ, as our Great 
High Priest, offered Himself as a perfect 
sacrifice for our sins upon Calvary’s 
cross, and having risen from the dead, is 
at the right hand of God the Father as 
our intercessor. They are following in 
the way of Korah, and will perish as sure- 
ly as he perished. 

Jude told the early Church that these 
were “SPOTS in your feasts.” The 
original term here means “hidden rocks.” 
How dangerous to the mariner are “hid- 
den rocks.” They are not marked on the 
chart by which he steers his ship. They 
lie beneath the surface of the water. 

Even so with the modernistic apos- 
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tates of today. But with these wolves in 
sheep’s clothing, it may be that when 
they lodge among us that we can unload 
them before we lose our ship. They are 
hidden among the religions of the world 
in the “name of the church.” They pro- 
fess to be what they are not. They are in 
the pulpits and pose as ministers of 
Christ, and they speak of Jesus Christ, 
and God, and prayer, and the Bible, while 
denying every essential and revealed doc- 
trine of the divine plan of redemption. 
They are TWICE DEAD—dead in sin, 
dead in their aim; i. e., set in their own 
views, STRAITENED IN THEIR 
BOWELS. TWICE DEAD! Yes, no 
fruit, no leaves, no sap. They have lost 
fruit, leaves, and sap; no spring for 
them. WOE UNTO THEM! for they 
have gone in the way of Cain. 

The Judaizers in the early church age 
tried to enter in with their hurtful here- 
sies. (Acts 15:1, 24; Gal. 2:4; 6:12.) 

If we are to keep the “law” in any 
part, inasmuch even as to observe Satur- 
day for the Sabbath, I would like to have 
a few questions answered by the JUDA- 
IZERS as follows: 

Where is the proof that any man ever 
kept the seventh day, except by special 
commandments, prior to the proclama- 
tion of the ten commandments at Mount 
Sinai? (Gen. 2:2, 3; Exod. 16:1-30; 20: 
1-17.) 

If Christians are required to keep the 
seventh day, why do you depart from 
your house on that day, seeing those to 
whom the law was given were plainly 
commanded not to do so? (Exod. 16:29.) 

If you keep one sabbath day, the sev- 
enth day, why not keep them all, the 
seventh year and the year of Jubilee? 
Who authorized you to make distinction 
in favor of the seventh day? (Lev. 25:1- 
22.) 

If Christians are required to keep the 
Sabbath, how are they to live in cold 
climates? (Exod. 35:1-3.) 

Is it the duty of Christians to put to 
death those who break the Sabbath day? 
(Num. 15:32-36.) If yes, who will be 
the public executioner? If no, what will 
you do with the law? (Exod. 35:2.) if 
you say that the penalties are abolished, 
I answer that the same scripture that you 
use to establish this prove without a 
shadow of doubt that the law, too, is 
abolished. If you admit that the penal- 
ties are still in force, and you don’t car- 
ry them out, there is not a Sabbath keep- 


er on top of the green earth who can. 


escape the vengeance of the broken law! 

If Christians are to observe the seventh 
day, why did Jesus declare that all law 
and prophecy hang on love instead of the 
Sabbath, seeing the command to keep the 
Sabbath is the one on which you hang 
your everlasting all? (Matt. 22:34-40; 
Rom. 13:8-10.) 

Why did Jesus not require the young 
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ruler to keep the Sabbath when enum- 
erating the commandments? (Matt. 19: 
16-20; Mark 10:17-22; Luke 18:18-24.) 


If Christians are to keep the law of 
Moses, the Sabbath, why did the apostles 
and elders who met at Jerusalem leave it 
out of their address to the churches? 
(Acts 15:1-29.) This case finds, in some 
respects, a parallel in your theorizing that 
Judaizing teachers had gone forth de- 
claring to the brethren that unless they 
would submit to circumcision and keep 
the law of Moses they could not be saved. 
The apostles said, “WE GAVE NO 
SUCH COMMANDMENT.” (V. 24.) 


If Christians are to keep the Sabbath 
how are we to account for the open vio- 
lation of the law by Jesus who is our ex- 
ample, unless by saying that the power 
that made the law can take it away, and 
that He did it? (Matt. 12:1-8; John 7: 
22-24.) 


If you keep the Sabbath because, as 
you think, it was kept before the law 
of Moses, why don’t you practice cir- 
cumcision, seeing that it was plainly 
commanded in those ages? (Gen. 17:1- 
14; Gal. 5:2-4, 16.) 

When did patriarch, prophet, apostle, 
or anybody else, command any Gentile to 
keep the law of Moses? No dodging 
here. Give me chapter and verse, please! 

Paul says the ministration of death 
written and engraved in stone (Exod. 
20:1-17; 31:18; 32:15,16; 34:1-28) 
was done away (2 Cor. 3:1-18). When, 
where, and by whom was it brought 
back into force? Name the day, the age, 
the authority, and give proof from the 
Book. If your doctrine is true, the great 
apostle of the Gentiles stands convicted 
of a false report. 

If the early Christians kept the Sab- 


bath day, why did they break bread on 
the “first day of the week”? (Acts 20:7.) 

If Christians are to keep the Sabbath 
day, how do you account for the fact 
that the apostles preached the gospel in 
Jerusalem, Samaria, to Cornelius the Gen- 
tile, without commanding a single indi- 
vidual to keep it? Did they, under the 
inspiration of the Holy Ghost, fail to 
properly instruct their converts? (Acts 
2:1-47; 8:1-10; 10:1-48; 16:1-40.) Is 
it not a fact, according to the book of 
Acts, that the thing done was of more 
importance than the day? (Acts 20:7.) 

Do you keep the Sabbath day? No 
dodging, do you? Do you rest, or put in 
the day “promulgating your doctrine’? 
Do you not eat food on that day prepared 
by work on a fire kindled in violation 
of the law? (Exod. 20:8-11; 35:1-3.) 
Do you offer the burnt offerings required 
by law? (Num. 28:3-10.) Do you re- 
main in your house during that day? 
(Exod. 16:29.) If you do not keep the 
day according to the law, you do not 
keep it at all. If you admit that any part 
of the law concerning the Sabbath is 
done away your course ends up with a 
conclusion that it is all done away. If 
you deny that any part of it is done 
away, you condemn yourself, for you 
do not keep it. Which way will you take? 

Why do you insist on keeping the Sab- 
bath when the Old Testament plainly 
prophesied that God would cause the 
“Sabbath” to cease? (Hosea 2:11.) Are 
you not fighting God when you try to 
keep from ceasing what God said He 
would make to cease? 

Why do you not observe the feast 
days and new moons-and solemn feasts 
of the Jews, such as Passover, Pentecost 
and Tabernacles, if you observe the Sab- 
bath? for God said the Sabbath should 
“CEASE” when those other Jewish days 
CEASED. (Hosea 2:11.) 

Was not the immediate change from 
seventh day to the “first day” the “Lord’s 
doing” and “marvelous in our eyes,” as 
God said it would be in Psa. 118:23-24? 


Is not the Sabbath,—the seventh day, 
the day of worship of an ACCURSED 
people, and a desolate hope? (Gal. 3:10; 
Matt. 23:38.) 


Did not the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus and the descent of the Holy Ghost 
both occur on Sunday,—the FIRST DAY 
OF THE WEEK? And if so, are not an 
“empty tomb and the filling of the Holy 
Ghost the two most profound causes of 
joy in all time? Since both of these oc- 
curred in the “fulness of time” on the 
FIRST DAY OF THE WEEK, are they 
not infallible proofs that the Lord’s Day 
is the day the Lord made for His people 
to rejoice and be glad in? (Psa. 118:24.) 
Selah!!!

“And when these things begin to come 
to pass, then look up, and lift up your 
heads; for your redemption draweth 
nigh” (Luke 21:28). “Let us hold fast 
the profession of our faith without wav- 
ering; . . . exhorting one another; and so 
much the more as ye see the day ap- 
proaching” (Heb. 10:23-25). 


. I was listening to a broadcast from 
Berlin when the speaker said: “Whether 
Hitler is fighting England, Russia or the 
United States, the object of his animosity 
is the Jew.” And whether he knows it or 
not, he, with the aid of anti-Semitism 
throughout the world, is bringing about 
the fulfillment of the prophecy spoken 
by Moses regarding his people: “Thy life 
shall hang in doubt before thee; and thou 
shalt fear day and night, and shalt have 
no assurance of thy life” (Deut.

5:19), 
and has “proclaimed to the end of the 
world, Say ye to the daughter of Zion, 
Behold thy salvation cometh; behold his 
reward is with him and his work before 
him” (Isa. 62:11). 

David, looking into the future, ex- 
presses their gratitude for this message.

They use very 
questionable methods. They say that their 
particular cigarette does not jangle or 
jar the nerves, that they do not cause 
the well-known cigarette cough. The 
very fact that they advertise these denials 
proves to the reading public that ciga- 
rette smoking does affect the nerves, 
produces coughs and impairs one’s 
health. Listen, girls, do you know that a 
cigarette in your mouth, or between your 
fingers, along with blowing the smoke 
through your mouth or nostrils, robs you 


of that beautiful touch of womanliness, 
that sweetness and charm that the very 
God of heaven has bestowed upcen 
womanhood? It is said that a woman adds 
ten years to her face through constant 
smoking of cigarettes. A sense of sadness 
comes over one’s heart at seeing girls 
with ruddy cheeks and bright, clear eyes 
just beginning to smoke the deadly cig- 
arette. Then how quickly their beauty 
begins to fade after they become habitual 
smokers! Physicians tell us that almost 
every baby born of a cigarette-smoking 
mother is born sick and about sixty per 
cent of such babies die.

Cigarettes alone do not al- 
ways satisfy the craving of the depraved 
appetite, hence the person addicted there- 
to is many times led into taking some- 
thing stronger; namely, beer, wine, li- 
quor. Never in the history of our nation 
have high school and college boys and 
girls indulged in drinking as they do to- 
day. Never have there been so many road- 
houses, night clubs, places to get bever- 
age and do other evils, as there are now. 
Look out, wild, careless fathers, mothers, 
boys, girls of America, you who feel you 
must have your fling! Stop for a moment 
and read Gal. 6:8, “For he that sow- 
eth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap 
corruption; but he that soweth to the 
Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting.”

“Jesus came from Nazareth of Galilee, 
and was baptized of John in Jordan,” St. 
Mark 1:9. The word “baptize” means to 
immerse, to cover or plunge, to saturate. 
“Baptize in Jordan” means to immerse, 
cover, plunge or saturate in the waters 
of the Jordan river. 
Why Then Baptize? 

It is not to follow Christ’s example, 
but for the remission of sins. Baptism 
is not an example but a command. “And 
Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, 
All power is given unto me in heaven and 
in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost,” Matt. 28:18, 19. “And he 
said unto them, Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature. 
He that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved,” Mark 16:15, 16. 


Was This Changed After Christ’s Death 
and Pentecost? 

“And being assembled together with 
them, commanded them that they should 
not depart from Jerusalem, but wait for 
the promise of the Father, which, saith 
he, ye have heard of me. For John truly 
baptized with water; but ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence,” Acts 1:4, 5. 

“Men and brethren, what shall we do? 
. . . Repent, and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Jesus Christ for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost,” Acts 2:37, 
38. “Then they that gladly received his 
word were baptized . . . about three thou- 
sand souls,” Acts 2:41. “They were bap- 
tized, both men and women,” Acts 8:12. 
“What doth hinder me to be baptized? 
. . . If thou believeth . . . thou mayest 
. .. I believe . . . they went down both 
into the water . . . and he baptized him,” 
Acts 8:36-38. 

“And he commanded them to be bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord,” Acts

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DOWN MEXICO WAY WITH 
THE ARCHERS 


By J. W. ARCHER 


Owing to our convention, the trouble 
following the convention, and our en- 
forced absence of three months in the 
United States, it was now seven months 
since we had visited our churches in the 
far south of Mexico. In fact, some of the 
more distant ones we had never been able 
to take time to visit. So now, though our 
time was in great demand in Mexico 
City, we felt it vitally important to visit 
all of these churches, encouraging them 
in the Lord, and establishing them more 
firmly in their fellowship and oneness 
with the Church of God. 

We were not uneasy about the 
churches, for the overseer of the district 
is one of the greatest Christian workers 
of this century, and is firmly loyal to 
the Church of God. The leader, Ruben 
Arcos, is small and unimpressive looking, 
unless you take a second scrutiny of the 
character in his face, but, like Paul, he 
has builded where no other man has gone. 
He has not, and is not, building on an- 
other’s foundation. Wherever one gocs, 
through animal-infested forests, over 
steep-wooded mountains, up rapidly rac- 
ing rivers, one encounters the fruits of 
his labor, in the form of prosperous 
church groups. The majority of these 
churches were thoroughly absorbed by 
the organization with which they were 
formerly associated in Mexico, before 
Ruben came to us, and now the pastors 
of these places are doing all that is pos- 
sible to poison the minds of their people 
against Ruben, for they fear his power, 
and it is not difficult to poison the minds 
of these simple, gullible people. But we 
want our churches to be not only tied 
in love to Ruben, but also to the Church 
of God, so we go among them, explain- 
ing, teaching and preaching the doc- 
trines, love, fellowship, government, etc., 
of the Church of God, and the advan- 
tages of being members of said organiza- 
tion. 

Looking on the map one day, to locate 
three churches which we have far down 
on the west, or south, coast of the State 
of Chiapis, near the border of Guatemala, 
I noticed that there were scores of pueblas 
(villages) on the winding railway before 
one reaches these towns—a two days’ 
journey from where Ruben has his head- 
quarters in Tres Valles. So I asked Ru- 
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ben, “How did you happen to go way 
down there to open these churches? Were 
there brethren there?” ‘“‘No,” he replied, 
“I knew no one.” “Then why did you 
pass all these other places and go there?” 
“Well,” he said, smiling, “I just felt 
called of the Lord to go there, so I went.” 
So he works. There are many villages 
which would not receive the gospel, but 
he prays, and God leads him to those 
places where the people are hungry and 
open to the Word. As the Lord said to 





Paul, Acts 10:10, “—I have much peo- 
ple in this city.” It is evident that these 
Corinthians were not yet in the fold, but 
God knew they were there. These three 
churches were opened by Ruben since he 
has been with us, but we have not yet 
been able to visit them. However, we 
hope to be able to take the time in Jan- 
uary. 

Leaving Mexico City (in Mexico they 
never refer to the capital as Mexico City,

The following is the testimony of 
Cecilio Redriguez Garcia, of Cojute- 
peque, where he is pastoring in the Church 
of God. He is a faithful minister of the 
Word. He supports a family of seven 
and in spare time preaches the Word of 
God. This testimony was written in Es- 
panol and being translated into English, 
this is not a perfect translation, but gives 
the testimony nearly as it was given to 
us.—H. S. Syverson, overseer. 

Dear Brothers and Sisters in Jesus 
Christ, greetings to all of the washed 
ones in His blood. I wish to give to you 
my testimony for the glory of God. I 
was, according to the flesh, the son of a 
father and mother who were idolters, 
being of the Catholic faith, and natural- 
ly was taught in my early youth all of 
the forms of the Catholic (Roman) re- 
ligion. Mother bought me a catechism 
and very carefully instructed me in all 
the Catholic faith. The holy father (sup- 
posedly so) told her to get a christ made; 
so she sent and had a christ made, and 
we both got down and worshipped that 
piece of wood. Oh, how blinded we were! 
Shortly after this my mother died. My 
father soon married again and our home 
was broken up. I went out to seek my 
own food wherever I could get it, soon 
forgetting my good intention to be a 
good Catholic. I began to drink and 
smoke, and going from bad to worse I 
finally joined with the vilest of com- 
pany. Circus was going to be my profes- 
sion. It was while we were performing in 
Santa Ana, one of the largest towns in 
El] Salvador, I was sick, discouraged, and 
ready to die, when some of my friends 
came and wanted me to join them in a 


trip to E] Congo, a small town not far 
away, to have a night of fun. I first re- 
fused, saying I was sick, but they insist- 
ed, so finally I went with them. After 
going the rounds with them I got hun- 
gry and went to a small eating place to 
get some soup. While there a pastor came 
into the eating place with several breth- 
ren and they began to have a meeting. 
They sang some of the most precious 
songs I had ever heard, and then the pas- 
tor began to preach. The Word of God 
was like an arrow in my poor heart. It 
was the first time I had ever heard God’s 
Word preached in that way. I suppose 
the pastor noticed my conviction and 
after the service came to me. I was not 
well in my body, and spoke to him about 
it. He told me that he knew a good doc- 
tor and, of course, I wanted to know him, 
so asked where could I find him. He 
showed me his Bible, saying, “You will 
find Him here,” then began to show me 
by the Word that Jesus came to heal and 
to save. My heart was broken as he spoke 
of His dying for my sins and being 
bruised for my healing. My tears came 
like rain as I repented of my sinful life. 
That night I was transferred from dark- 
ness into the light, from death to life, 
and from sickness to health, and I was 
so happy as I bathed in the wonderful 
new light that His Word had reveal-d 
to me. Soon after I was filled with His 
Holy Spirit, with a call to preach His 
Word to others who had gone astray. 


Brother Syverson came with the 
Church of God doctrine, I believed and 
was made pastor here in Cojutepeque. I 
hope to be a worthy member of the great 
Church of God until Jesus comes to re- 
ward us for our humble service for Him.

180,000; in Yugoslavia 96,000 out of 
100,000 are dead, deported, or im- 
prisoned; in Greece all between the ages 
of 18 and 45 have been enslaved and an 
unknown number are dead; in France 
35,000 out of 300,000 have been deport- 
ed; of Rumania’s 900,000, all but 270,- 
000 are imprisoned, enslaved, deported, 
or dead; Bulgaria has enslaved 8,500 out 
of 50,000; Slovakia has deported 70,000 
out of 90,000; of Latvia’s 100,000, one- 
fourth are reported massacred, the others 

enslaved or starving in ghettos. 

To sum up this horrible story, it is 
believed that 2,000,000 European Jews 
have perished and that 5,000,000 are in 
danger of extermination. This is the 
work of Adolf Hitler and his new order.

God recommends, yes, commands. When 
you remember at the altar that your 
brother hath aught against you, leave 
your gift before the altar (not perman- 
ently, but temporarily), and go your 
way, find your brother and be reconciled 
to him. Rectify the wrongs, settle your 
account with him, bury the hatchet and 
forget where it is buried; bring it about 
that you owe him naught but love. Then 
and not until then, come and take up 
your gift and make your religious offer- 
ing with joy and peace of God. In being 
reconciled to your brother, you shall 
find reconciliation with God. The altered 
relationship with man will alter relation- 
ship with God. Having forgiven you 
shall be forgiven and will find it so. 

Young people, recognize the mutual 
influence between human and divine re- 
lationships. Christianity without ethics 
and ethics without Christ are equally im- 
potent. They are the two wings of the 
eagle of aspiration. Let either be broken 
and flight becomes impossible. They are 
like the mutual relationship of the boiler 
and the condensing engine.

but just Mexico) we take bus for the 
first 200 miles, to the southeastward. 
We take a Pullman bus because it costs 
only two pesos more (about forty cents 
in our money) and the seats are wide and 
comfortable, and they only sell as many 
seats as they have. This bus makes only 
three stops the entire trip. The second- 
class buses stop at every corner, picking 
up the poor country people loaded down 
with baskets, chickens, children, and 
what not, until the bus is crowded and 
people are standing on others’ feet, and 
planting chickens or pigs in others’ laps. 
As we like to typewrite or study as we 
travel, it is rather difficult under those 
circumstances, 

We pass some of our churches en route, 
but do not stop, as our time is limited, 
and the distant churches are awaiting our 
coming. In eight hours we have reached 
the end of the paved road, and have 
dropped off the high plateau on which 
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Mexico City is located, into tropical 
country. The end of the highway is at 
Cordoba, a city of some twenty-five 
thousand, located in a wide fertile moun- 
tain valley, half way, in elevation, from 
the 9,000-feet-high Mexico City, and sea 
level. It is an ideal climate, and a popular 
vacation resort. 

From here southward for hundreds of 
miles, to the border of Guatemala, a 
thoroughly second-rate railway line is 
the only access to a very rich and produc- 
tive country, of thousands of villages 
and small cities. To the westward, how- 
ever, in the State of Oaxaca, at last re- 
ports, the Mexican Government, in co- 
operation with the U. S. Government, 
had pushed the rapidly crawling Pan- 
American highway to within fifty miles 
of the state capital of Oaxaca. This will 
be the first accessible highway to all these 
thousands of miles and millions of acres 
of very rich land. At present the pine- 


apples, oranges, bananas, corn, coffee, - 


mineral products, rubber, etc., are car- 
ried on burros to the rivers and shipped 
down the rivers to the railway or to the 
sea. 

We get a bed in the hotel for two 
Mexican dollars, about forty cents. One 
could get a far more modern and com- 
fortable bed at a tourist hotel, but he 
would pav tourist prices. For the next 
three weeks our bed will be a mat on 
the floor, or a burlap stretched between 
two poles, so we may as well begin to 
get accustomed.
